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An exhibition of 54 works by 27 American sculptors will be on view from 
August 12 through October 19, 1986, complementing the loan exhibition Treasures 
from the National Museum of American Art . The sculptures, most of bronze and many 
originally conceived on a larger scale, represent the American sculptural tradition 
in the early years of this century as diverse but conservative, focused on 
naturalistic, realistic, and recognizable imagery. 

Artists treated human and animal subjects in styles ranging from Beaux -Arts 
classicism to mild abstraction. The careful detail of Anna Hyatt Huntington’s 
equestrian Joan of Arc is in striking contrast to the almost ovoid Nude Woman , 

"direct carved" in marble by John Flannagan, and the somewhat simplified Child 
Learning to Walk by Cleveland-trained William Zorach. The period produced subjects 
such as the Western cowboys of Frederick Remington and playful garden figures of 
Edith Barretto Stevens Parsons’s Turtle Baby as well as the controversial The Christ 
by social realist Max Kalish. 

The exhibition includes portraits of famous people such as Anna Pavlova (by 
Malvina Hoffman) and Abraham Lincoln (by Gutzon Borglum — best known for his Mount 
Rushmore National Memorial) , the classically symbolic Amor Caritas by Augustus 
Saint Gaudens, and the impressionistic Grief by Chester Beach, one of the many 
American artists influenced by Auguste Rodin. 

The American Way in Sculpture 1890-1930 was organized from the Cleveland Museum’s 
collection by Katherine Solender, assistant curator in the Education Department, 
with the assistance of Nancy McAfee, instructor. The exhibition is accompanied by 
a fully-illustrated catalogue which includes a forward by Museum Director Evan H. Turner. 
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
